>  M& DIMMICK’s SERMON, 

Two weeks age we made an extract from the Rev. Dr. 
Dana’s execllent sermon on occasion of the T hanksgiving, 
celebrated by several churches in Newbtryport and the vi- | 
cinity, for the spiritual blessings of the year 1831. A Ser- 
mon on the same interesting occasion by the Rev. L. F. 
Dimmick, has since been published, from which also we are 
happy to select some instructive passages. 

The following just and proper answer is given to the com- 
plaint that revivals of religion produce differences in families 
and among friends. 


But what is the amount of this objection? What is 
the true state of the case? If an austere man denies | 
his wife and children liberty of conscience, and is an- 
gry with them for endeavoring to secure the salvation 
of their souls, then unhappiness may perhaps be the 
result. ‘Fhe Author of our religion has expressly fore- 
warned us that such seenes may be expected sometitnes 
to occur. “ Dhe father,” he ‘says, “ will be against 
the son, and the son against the father; the daughter 
against the mother, and the mother against the daugh- 
ter; and a man’s foes shall be they of his own house- 
hold.” But on whom does the blame rest? On those 
who wish to obey God? or on those who lord it over 
another’s conscience? Evidently it is the opposer of 
religion who does the mischief. It is he who neither 
goes into the kingdom himself, nor suffers those that 
are entering to go in. Religion tends to peace, and to 
the healing of differences: instances of which, in times 
of refreshing from the presence of the Lord, are very 
frequently seen. And would all embrace religion, our 
families, and our neighborhoods, and larger communi- | 
ties, would be but emblems of heaven below. pp. 5, 6. 


Of the commencement and progress of the remarkable re- 
vival in Essex County, Mr. D. says: 


Those churches united in the solemnities of thisday 
cannot look back on their state at the commencement 
of this year, without deep regret at the insensibility 
which then pervaded them. ‘Those immediately 
around us were much in the same condition. Proba 
bly, indeed, not one in the county enjoyed what would 
be denominated a revival of religion. Some had 
sed many years without having experienced ont 
hessing. Many had hardly received members enough 
to supply the vacancies oceasioned by removal or death. 
Of some it is true that, for several years searcely a mem- 
ber had been added. 

Seon after the opening of the year, there waa mani- 
fest, however, to the careful observer, an altered state 
of public feeling. Intelligence of what God was do- 
ing in other places, wafted to us on every breeze, 
could hardly fail to awaken same attention. And with 
this intelligence the Spirit of God, as @ preparation for 
the work he was about to perform, evidently concurred. 
As the pastor moved among his people, he found in 
many a readiness to hear, and to admit 2 personal ap- 
plication of the truth, which surprised him. I noticed 
this myself. And other pasters, with whom I have 
spoken, have informed me that such was the state of 
things which they discovered. Individuals or families, 
which were deemed very farfrom righteousness, were 
found, when conversed with, in many cases, to have 
repentance just ready to spring up in the heart. A si- 
lent influence seemed to have fallen upon the public 
mind, producing consideration, and candor, and ten- 
derness. 

The progress of things during the year, has been too 
closely observed by my audience to need from me a 
minute description. In the month of February, the 
correspondence of some of our youth, who had recent- 
ly been brought hopefully to the knowledge of the 
truth, in distant seminaries of learning, contributed not 
a little to increase the growing interest which had be- 
gun to be felt among us. The question came up, 
Why may not the operations of divine grace be enjoy- 
ed among ourselves? Why must our youth be sent 
abroad to meet the blessings of the Spirit? And 
why must those whoremain at home perish in their 
sins? Queries like these passed through many minds, 
and affected many hearts. It was felt that God is the 
same here, as elkeewhere; and that the same blessing 
might be enjoyed here, as elsewhere, provided his peo- 
ple would prepare themselves to receive it, and use the 
means to obtain it. Some instances of hopeful conversion 
among us increased still further the faith and the hope 
of God’s people; and there began to be manifest, in 
many of them, a more animatedand faithful discharge 
of duty. 

And here let me advert to the importance of making 
our letters speak something for Christ. It was a say- 
ing of Whitfield that every letter of his should have 
in it—aliquid Christi—something concerning Christ. 
And doubtless if we could survey all the influences by 
which the work of God has been carried on in our land 
the past year, we should find private letters holding a 
prominent place. Let Christians learn to be skilful in 
serving their Magter. Let their hearts be full of love 
to God and love to men, and let that love be poured 
out in conversation and correspondence for the benefit 
of the world. 

Fresh in the minds of all is the special effort which 
was made for the advancement of religion among us in 
the month of June. I allude to our protracted meer 
ing. Upon those successive days, devoted to the ser- 
vice of religion, numbers look back as affording the 
most interesting scenes through which they ever pas- 
sed. To those days numbers among us trace their 
hopes of all that is valuable in eternal life. Those days 
gave a new and powerful impulse to the work of grace 
in the midst of us. They produced an impression on 
the public mind in favor of truth and salvation, such as 
probably, in this place, NEVER WAS FELT BEFORE. Nor 
is it too much to say that a light was then kindled up, 
which soon spread itself into neighboring places, and 
has been the means of leading many perishing souls to 
the Redeemer of the world. . 6. 8. 

The County of Essex, Mr. D. states, had for a long time, 
in regard to the effusions of the Spirit, been one of the least 
favored parts of the Commonwealth. But during the last 
year the case was reversed. So great has the revival been 
that the number of members in some churches will be dou- 
bled—in some more than doubled, in eq ; and “* ta- 
king the churches of the county together, they will be en- 
larged perhaps not less than one third!"* 

We copy three more short paragraphs, relating to the 
character of these revivals and their happy influence on min- 
isters and churches :

If there is inconsideration, and a disregard of the so- 
ber realities of our condition, they are to be found 
among those who resist the truth, aw live still estran- 
from God, and in the neglect of their souls, Among 
, indeed, there is something at which we may 
wonder: there is the blindness of passion, of worldli- 
ness, and sin. But among the converts to righteous- 
ness we find only what was called for by thew condi- 
tion as creatures of God, who had wandered from the 
right way: as candidates for eternity, whose interests 
had been neglected. In turning to God, and looking 
after the hiat interests of their immortality, they have, 
performed the most rational act of their lives. Reason 
and truth are, indeed, but restored to that just ascen- 
dency in regulating the affections and the conduct, of 
which before they had been deprived. pp. 10, 11. 
The ministry have rarely been in a better school than 
that with which Providence has favored them the past 
year. -And, I trust, it may be said that they have not 
enjoyed this school in vain. They have acquired an 
increase of skill in framing their discourses. They 
have learned more perfectly the methods of finding the 
way to the consciences and hearts of their hearers. 
They understand better how to conduct the inquiring 
sinner to the Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of 
the world, They have a better insight into the pecu- 
liar wants and trials of the recentconvert to the truth, 
and know how to remove his scruples and lead him 
into the light and, peace of the gospel. They are bet- 
ter qualified to teed oo to victory and to glory the sac- 
ramental host of God’s elect. In short they have 
clearer and more comprehensive views of the grand 
design of their ministry—the salvation of their people 
—and of the methods by which this design may be the 
most successfully accomplished, p. 16. 
But the increase of knowledge which the work of 
God has occesioned, is net confined to the ministry. 
Our churches are better skilled to be helpers in the 
great work of saving men. Pious parents know bet- 
ter how to bring up their children in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord. The Sabbath School teacher 
understands better the method of interesting and im- 
ressing the mind of his pupil with the truth. Christ- 
lans in general know better how to speak a word for 
Christ. They understand better too the nature and the 
power of prayer. The happy results which have, in 
many instances, been witnessed, have served to in- 
crease their faith that prayer will be answered, And 
there is at the same time, extensively, a greater readi- 
ness to every good work. Our churches, during the 
past year, have obtained an acquaintance with each 
other, which they have not possessed before for at least 
two generations. They have mingled together, and 
felt each othor’s joys aud surrows, and awakened each 
other’s enterprize, and encouraged and assisted each 
other in duty. p. 16.

It is absolutely certain, that we can 

never give efficiency and permanency to the operations 

of the Massachusetts Missionary Society, nor to those 

of the American Home Missionary Society, though 
the salvation of our Commonwealth and country de- 

pends on these operations—unless they can be conduet- 

ed on some uniform system. Hitherto, we have relied | 
on oceasional collections—on life or annual subscrip- 

tions, or on special donations;—and while the novelty | 
of our object, or the pathos of applicants in their ap- 

peals for help, or startling facts relative to the extent 

and character of our desolations, were fresh in the pub- 

lic mind, we were enabled through the blessing of God 

to meet the claims of the destitute with much prompt-| 
ness. But during the first six nionths of the current | 
year—what have we received from such sourees?—a | 
question that I cannot answer with precision, at this | 
distance from our Treasury—but a question sufficient- | 
ly answered by the fact, that we are already involved | 
in a debt of one thousand dollars—an occurrence that | 
has never taken place before, since our enterprise was 

undertaken; and speedy bankruptcy is unavoidable | 
if a more thorough system of measures for replenish- | 
ing ovr funds be not adopted. 

In regard to the labors of benevolence, as well as all | 
other labors, experience is a good teacher; and expe-| 
rience shows beyond a question that no benevolent So- | 
ciety can long flourish without systematic efforts for self- | 
preservation. So it was found by the American Board | 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, and by the | 
American Education Society, years ago; and the wise 
men who have the management of those noble Socie- 
ties have laid deep the foundations of their prosperity 
in a well digested system of movements for the collec- 
tion of the necessary funds. It matters little what 
the system may be, if it ouly be so framed as in a mea- 
sure at least, to sustain itself, and secure the end. Now 
Foreign and Domestic Missions are most intimately 
allied, they have ever gone hand in hand from the be- 
ginning, and will never be divorced without death to 
hoth. The same principle sustains them—the same 
aliment nourishes them—and the same system of effort 
is adapted to their ultimate triumph over selfishness and 
cupidity. The American Board of Commissioners for
